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DETAILED ACTION 

Inventorship 

1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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3. Claims 5 and 44-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fisch (RE 35, 589) in view of Tolles (4,171 ,866). This rejection was maintained in 
the previous Office Action (mailed 1/8/08). It remains in effect. Please see Response 
to Arguments below. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/8/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has argued that Fisch clearly does not teach non-contiguous 
spacer segments as recited in claim 5 (page 2 of Arguments, submitted 7/8/08). The 
Examiner agrees that Fisch does not teach non-contiguous spacer segments, but 
further notes that it is the Tolles reference that provides the non-contiguous spacer 
feature. The Examiner has argued that the combination of the two references would 
yield a non-contiguous spacer as taught by Tolles. The Examiner notes that Applicant 
is attacking the references individually and submits that one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

5. Applicant has also argued that the prior art does not teach the cover slip 
thickness or area between the spacer bars (page 3 of Arguments, submitted 7/8/08). 
The Examiner again takes the position that the difference between the cover slip 
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thickness and surface area in the instant device and the prior art is one of relative 
dimensions. In Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 (Fed. Cir. 
1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit held that, 
where the only difference between the prior art and the claims was a recitation of 
relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the claimed relative 
dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the claimed device 
was not patentably distinct from the prior art device.
